wich Garden Peaſe : If the Ground be tward-ground, the Turfft muſt be ſhaven off and caſt away, thatthere 
maining earth may be fine - this muſt be caretully incloſed 3 and if it proſper well, it ſhews the Soil proper 
This mav be done in ſeveral places) if the Soil vary.; for more aſſurance.
